OUR  PRINCIPAL'S  MESSAGE 


HE  Class  of  1946  is  the  first  in  five  years  to  walk  into  a  world  once 
more  restored  to  peace.  Unlike  your  predecessors  of  the  last  four  classes 
who  were  obliged  to  put  their  diplomas  aside  for  the  implements  of 
war,  and  to  face  the  hazards  of  an  uncertain  future,  you  are  facing  the 
radiance  of  a  bright  and  hopeful  future.  Nevertheless,  your  responsi¬ 
bilities  are  no  less  great  than  those  which  confronted  your  older  friends  and  brothers, 
because  it  is  on  your  shoulders  that  the  task  of  Reconstruction  falls  with 
peculiar  weight. 

During  the  four  years  that  you  spent  in  high  school,  you  were  able  to  view  the 
war,  its  issues,  its  progress,  and  its  terrible  effects  from  the  sidelines,  so  to  speak. 
You  had  an  opportunity  to  contemplate  it  in  the  quiet  of  your  study,  in  the  discussions 
of  your  classes,  and  to  form  opinions  more  or  less  objectively.  Your  judgment  with 
respect  to  the  task  of  reconstructing  the  devastated  world  and  making  sure  that  there 
shall  be  no  more  war  will,  therefore,  carry  great  weight. 

Two  important  tasks  will  confront  the  graduates  of  1946.  One  is  to  solve  the 
economic  problems  which  lead  to  unrest  among  individuals  and  nations.  The  other 
is  to  solve  the  less  tangible  but  equally  weighty  problem  of  intercultural  and  inter¬ 
racial  relations  which  affect  nations  no  less  than  individuals.  These  unsettled  mat¬ 
ters  are  at  the  root  of  the  mistrust,  the  suspicion,  and  the  misunderstanding  which 
prevail  in  every  land. 

During  the  years  of  the  recent  war  the  world  has  grown  much  smaller.  Space, 
as  measured  by  time,  has  been  greatly  reduced.  Peoples  of  diverse  traditions,  habits, 
and  customs  have  been  thrown  closely  together.  It  is  as  though  the  earth  had  shrunk 
under  our  feet  to  a  quarter  of  its  original  size.  You  are,  therefore,  living  in  a 
totally  different  environment  from  that  which  existed  prior  to  your  generation.  No 
mass  emigration,  no  natural  cataclysm,  no  plague  or  famine  ever  affected  more  deeply 
the  lives  and  fortunes  of  so  many  people. 

On  top  of  it  all  you  have  the  atomic  bomb  which  came  into  existence  while  you 
were  still  standing  at  the  sidelines,  watching  the  battles  of  World  War  II.  Our 
statesmen  and  scientists  are  so  baffled  by  this  new  discovery  of  limitless  physical 
energy  that  they  are  running  around  in  circles,  like  a  child  with  a  new-found  puppy, 
not  knowing  what  to  do  with  it.  The  use  to  be  made  of  this  greatest  source  of  energy 
will  depend  on  the  position  the  youth  of  today  takes  within  the  next  10  years  on  the 
question  of  peace.  The  boy  can  choke  or  drown  his  puppy  and  thus  deprive  himself 
of  a  well-trained,  playful  dog;  or  he  can  spoil  it  and  drive  it  crazy,  thus  converting 
it  into  a  mad  dog;  or  he  can  bring  it  up  as  a  faithful  companion,  a  protection  to  the 
home  and  a  comfort  to  the  members  of  the  family.  That  is  precisely  what  can  be 
done  with  atomic  energy,  depending  on  our  willingness  to  cooperate  with  other 
peoples,  to  have  faith  in  them,  and  to  resolve  with  all  the  firmness  of  our  hearts  and 
consciences  that  there  shall  be  no  more  wars.  Only  in  this  way  can  we  go  forth  with 
the  task  of  reconstruction.  Without  such  a  resolution  the  future  faced  by  your  class 
is  as  meaningless  and  shapeless  as  that  confronted  by  the  graduating  classes  of  the 
war  years.  This  is  your  challenge.  I  know  you  will  meet  it  successfully.

OUR  NEW  FRONTIER— THE  ARCTIC 


HE  northern  scene  is  clearing.  At  last  we  are  awakening  to  the  true 
importance  of  the  Arctic  regions,  for  the  war  has  transformed  the 
Arctic  from  a  barrier  to  a  bridge  between  our  country  and  northern 
Asia  and  Europe.  For  centuries  people  have  painted  a  distorted  picture 
of  the  far  North.  It  was  and  still  is  held  to  be  a  huge  icebox,  totally 
devoid  of  plant  and  animal  life,  a  quiet  dreary  place  where  the  sun  shines  only  part  of 
the  year.  In  truth,  however,  the  Arctic  regions  have  proven  themselves  as  habitable  as 
our  own  New  England  states.  It  is  true  that  the  sun  is  absent  in  some  regions  for  a 
few  months  each  year,  but  for  the  remainder  of  the  lime  there  usually  is  sunshine 
from  twenty  to  twenty-four  hours  a  day.  This  situation  provides  a  shorter  but  more 
constant  growing  season.  In  the  fertile  valleys  of  numerous  north-flowing  riveis 
huge  crops  can  be  raised.  Abundant  animal  life  prevails,  and  the  North  can  produce 
relatively  as  much  meat  per  area  as  our  own  western  grazing  lands.  Why,  even 
swimming,  sun-bathing,  and  other  warm  weather  sports  scarcely  thought  of  in 
connection  with  the  North  are  enjoyed  there.  Truly,  the  inhabitants  live  healthy, 
comfortable,  and  useful  lives. 

The  prime  reason  why  the  North  will  increase  in  importance  is  the  development 
of  long-distance  air  travel.  A  great  majority  of  us  have  received  our  impressions 
of  air  routes  from  the  Mercator  map.  According  to  its  presentation,  the  earth  is  a 
flat  rectangular  surface  over  which  air  travel  moves  East  and  West.  Any  global 
map  will  immediately  show  that  most  of  the  shortest  routes  between  a  central  point 
of  our  country  and  a  far  distant  spot  in  northern  Asia  or  Europe  encompass  the 
Arctic.  Now  who,  we  may  ask,  controls  the  areas  over  which  these  routes  pass? 

It  may  seem  a  strange  coincidence,  but  the  world’s  three  major  powers,  the 
United  States,  Russia,  and  the  British  Empire,  face  one  another  across  the  Arctic  Sea. 
They  must  either  work  together  in  peace,  or  they  will  war  upon  each  other  across 
this  new  “Mediterranean”,  for  atomic  robot  missiles  will  fly  by  the  shortest  routes. 
With  the  consequent  scurry  to  improve  northern  defenses  more  people  will,  naturally, 
migrate  northward. 
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A  huge  new  colonial  frontier  actually  presents  itself  in  the  Arctic  regions. 
Here  are  found  unmeasured  resources  in  lumber  and  oil,  as  well  as  rich  deposits  of 
iron  ore,  copper,  nickel,  radium,  and  gold.  In  order  to  exploit  these  riches,  new 
centers  will  be  born.  Moreover,  since  air  travel  is  used  relatively  as  much  in  the 
North  as  auto  travel  is  in  our  localities,  numerous  air  transport  hubs  will  also 
develop.  A  large  part  of  the  world’s  population  can,  therefore,  and  eventually  will 
inhabit  the  North. 

The  leader  in  all  of  these  trends  is  the  land  which  controls  approximately 
fifty  percent  of  the  Arctic  shores,  namely,  the  Soviet  Union.  Equipped  with  an 
efficient  weather  reporting  system,  she  has  opened  up  the  great  marine  route  through 
the  Arctic  Sea  around  northern  Asia  and  Europe  as  a  safe  highway.  This  route,  in 
turn,  provides  a  means  of  transport  over  which  the  vast  lumber,  mineral,  and  other 
Siberian  resources  will  travel  to  where  you  will.  Over  seven  million  people  have 
settled  in  northern  Siberia,  and  cities  with  populations  numbering  in  the  tens  of 
thousands  are  growing  by  leaps  and  bounds  beyond  the  Arctic  Circle.  It  was  this 
region  that  grew  huge  crops  of  food  during  the  war  and  aided  in  the  defeat  of  Hitler 
when  he  conquered  the  rich  Ukraine. 

Our  country  together  with  the  British  Dominion  of  Canada  has  only  recently 
been  awakening  to  the  idea  of  northward  development.  An  impressive  step  in  that 
direction  is  the  well-known  Alcan  Highway.  The  existence  of  this  roadway  enabled 
the  building  of  a  pipeline  for  petroleum  and  a  telephone  line  from  Alaska  to  our 
country  and  Canada.  A  relatively  economical  means  of  servicing  airports,  the 
highway  will  thereby  greatly  aid  in  the  commercial  advancement  of  the  North.  The 
well-publicized  musk-ox  expedition  and  the  recent  trip  of  the  giant  aircraft-carrier 
Midway  to  sub-Arctic  waters  are  significant.  Both  deal  chiefly  with  northern  warfare, 
the  one  on  land  and  the  other  on  sea.  The  very  fact  that  the  government  realizes 
our  weakness  in  the  North  will  serve  to  spur  its  development.  American  initiative 
and  ingenuity  will  be  on  hand  to  aid  in  this  undertaking. 

Yes,  the  North  presents  us  with  a  new  frontier,  and  the  new  saying  will  soon 
probably  be  “Go  North,  young  man,  go  North!”  In  the  near  future  it  will  seem 
quite  natural  to  travel  to  China  and  Russia  via  the  North  Pole.  As  world  affairs 
tend  to  gravitate  more  and  more  about  the  Arctic,  the  United  States  must  inevitably 
enter  into  the  forefront  of  northern  development  if  she  is  to  remain  one  of  the  great 
countries  of  this  earth.

Perhaps  more  than  anything  else  these  proud  words  represent  all  the  indefinable 
charm  and  confidence  of  childhood.  To  one  happily  rattling  them  off,  the  world  is 
still  a  great,  big,  wonderful  toyshop  from  which  anything  can  be  had  for  the  asking. 
If  a  certain  sled  or  doll  or  catcher’s  mitt  should  take  our  fancy,  we  have  only  to 
calculate  the  nearest  date  on  which  we  shall  be  eligible  to  receive  a  gift — Christmas, 
birthday,  or  graduation — and  implant  the  idea  of  giving  in  the  minds  of  our  parents 
by  constant  reiteration. 

To  a  young  child  tears  are  temporary  things,  sadness  infrequent,  and  despair 
non-existent.  Oftentimes  it  has  seemed  that  the  disappointments  over  not  being 
.  allowed  to  go  to  the  movies  with  the  rest  of  the  kids  or  not  receiving  an  invitation 
to  a  certain  party  were  too  great  to  bear.  Our  sorrow  ranged  all  the  way  from 
swearing  eternal  vengeance  on  our  persecutors  to  wishing  for  some  fatal  disease  to 
overcome  ourselves  and  make  “them”  sorry  they  were  so  mean.  The  minute  some¬ 
thing  more  engrossing  than  the  picture  of  ourselves  lying  dead  in  the  coffin  amidst 
the  wails  of  distracted  mourners  comes  along,  however,  we  immediately  give  it  our 
whole  attention  and  once  more  see  the  world  through  rose-tinted  glasses. 
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The  shelter  afforded  by  kind  parents  and  familiar  friends  belies  the  fact  that  a 
time  will  ever  come  when  our  reckless  boasts  and  lofty  desires  will  really  have  to  be 
put  into  practice.  Even  while  fervently  longing  for  future  adventures,  we  are  satisfied 
and  content  with  the  knowledge  that  they  are  dreams  which  require  no  effort  of 
execution  and  can  be  enjoyed  whenever  our  imaginations  may  wish  to  conjure  them 
up.  We  dress  up  in  mother’s  clothes  and  prance  about  on  her  high  heels,  but  our 
imitation  is  of  her  exterior  alone,  for  we  have  no  conception  of  the  responsibilities 
and  cares  of  the  adult  mind.  Life  seems  endless;  the  present  stretches  out  bound¬ 
lessly,  and  the  future  seems  eternal. 

Then  suddenly  one  day,  while  in  the  midst  of  chirping  the  familiar  “When  I 
grow  up,”  we  are  interrupted  by  an  amused  laugh;  and  a  mocking  voice  says,  “What 
are  you  talking  about?  You  are  grown  up!”  With  these  words  the  gates  of  child¬ 
hood  clang  shut  behind  us.  Now  we  must  be  careful  what  we  say,  because  adults 
cannot  indulge  in  fancies  or  boasts.  They  cannot  change  their  minds  with  the  advent 
of  every  new  influence,  for  such  adults  are  dubbed  dreamers  and  sneered  at  by  the 
rest  of  the  world. 

The  crucial  moment  when  we  are  expelled  forever  from  the  land  of  childhood 
often  means  the  difference  between  success  or  failure  in  the  adult  world.  For  those 
of  us  who  are  wise  enough  to  realize  that  the  power  of  being  a  king  one  day  or  a 
policeman  the  next,  as  the  mood  takes  us,  belongs  to  childhood  exclusively  and 
cannot  be  carried  outside  its  bounds,  there  is  a  strong  possibility  of  achieving  the 
best  success  of  all — a  normal,  contented  life.  The  handsome  prince  on  a  snow- 
white  horse  whom  all  little  girls  hope  to  marry  often  turns  out  to  be  a  slightly  bald 
insurance  clerk  with  spectacles  on  the  end  of  his  nose.

The  glorious 
moments  of  speeding  along  a  winding  road  in  pursuit  of  an  escaped  convict  or 
courageously  saving  a  whole  family  from  an  uncontrollable  blaze  are  very  few  in 
comparison  to  the  weary  hours  spent  pounding  a  dull  beat  or  polishing  a  big  fire 
engine.  These  cold  facts  are  disillusioning  at  first  to  the  newly  emerged  adult,  but, 
in  most  cases,  the  inevitable  adjustment  of  fancy  to  fact  soon  occurs  and  life  goes 
on  as  before — although,  perhaps,  a  shade  less  brilliantly.

Bulkeley' s  Contribution  to  the  War  Effort 


HE  graduation  of  the  Class  of  1946  marks  the  completion  of  twenty 
years  of  service  rendered  by  Bulkeley  High  School  to  this  community’s 
educational  program.  It  marks  also  the  first  peace-time  graduation 
from  Bulkeley  in  five  years.  As  members  of  this  class  we  remember 
with  pleasure,  yet  with  humility,  those  critical  years  when  we  put  our 
shoulders  collectively  to  the  wheel  in  the  cause  of  democracy.  True,  there  was  little 
tangible  help  we  could  give  here  in  school  as  our  brothers,  graduates  of  Bulkeley,  our 
teachers,  and  many  of  our  classmates  went  off  to  war,  but  we  realized  that  it  was  our 
job  to  remain  in  school,  serving  whenever  called  upon  to  the  utmost  of  our  ability. 

One  of  the  most  outstanding  achievements  in  Bulkeley’s  service  to  the  nation 
during  these  trying  years  was  its  splendid  showing  in  War  Bond  and  Stamp  sales, 
for  during  the  period  from  April,  1943,  to  December,  1945,  bonds  and  stamps 
totalling  $146,342.35  in  cash  value,  or  $195,123  in  maturity  value,  were  sold  to 
members  of  the  student  body  and  faculty.  Of  course  we  remember  Miss  Kienle’s 
bond  booth  in  the  lobby.  To  her  and  her  capable  student  assistants  belongs  all  the 
credit  for  our  enviable  record.  Through  their  efforts,  we  had  the  honor  of  seeing 
the  Minute  Man  Flag  proudly  raised  over  the  school  grounds  in  the  spring  of  1943. 
This  flag  flew  through  every  drive,  signifying  a  better  than  90  percent  participation 
in  the  weekly  sales.  Four  stars,  emblematic  of  six-month  periods  of  such  participa¬ 
tion,  had  been  added  before  the  dramatic  close  of  the  drive  during  Pearl  Harbor- 
week,  December,  1945.  We  remember,  too,  the  other  rewards  we  received  for  such 
a  meritorious  record,  rewards  such  as  the  thrilling  concerts  by  the  Bradley  Field  Band 
and  the  inspiring  talks  given  by  army,  navy,  and  civilian  representatives. 

In  those  early  days  of  the  war  the  blackout,  dimout,  and  air  raid  drill  schedules 
were  introduced  to  the  other  activities  of  Bulkeley’s  student  life.  Many  were  the 
shows,  dances,  and  baskeLball  games  held  in  the  gym  and  auditorium  when  the 
windows  were  draped  with  black  material  as  a  safeguard  against  sudden  bombing 
attacks  by  enemy  planes.  Students  took  on  added  responsibility  in  those  years  when 
special  emergency  services  were  required  of  them.  Nor  shall  we  ever  forget  the 
frequent  air  raid  drills  during  class  hours  when  the  student  body  used  to  line  up 
against  the  first  and  second  floor  corridor  walls  until  the  Principal  completed  his 
tour  of  inspection.  Each  had  new  rules  and  regulations  to  comply  with,  and  many 
were  appointed  to  relief  positions  throughout  the  halls. 

For  the  entire  period  of  rationing,  Bulkeley  participated  actively  in  this  im¬ 
portant  phase  of  the  war  effort.  At  the  school  during  the  spring  of  1942  when  sugar 
and  food  rationing  were  beginning,  many  pupils  and  teachers  worked  voluntarily. 
Many  also  aided  the  ration  boards  by  working  after  school  hours  when  their  help 
was  so  desperately  needed.  Many  girls  also  gave  up  afternoons  and  evenings  to  work 
as  volunteer  aids  in  the  hospitals  under  the  sponsorship  of  Miss  Shulze. 
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The  pupils  gave  often  to  every  drive  held  at  the  school.  Drives  for  paper,  cloth¬ 
ing,  and  scrap  metal  brought  generous  response  from  willing  students.  Our  suffering 
allies  received  our  help  on  several  occasions,  as  in  the  “Books  for  Russia”  campaign. 

Among  some  of  the  other  special  services  were  the  organization  of  such  activities 
as  the  Victory  Corps,  which  served  to  acquaint  students  with  various  skills,  such  as 
first  aid,  photography,  cooking,  seafaring,  and  agriculture,  not  usually  included  in 
regular  courses. 

As  pre-induction  courses  offered  to  hoys  awaiting  the  call  to  arms  Bulkeley 
worked  into  its  schedule  classes  in  aviation,  electricity,  and  radio,  while  the  girls 
had  an  opportunity  to  receive  credit  for  the  popular  Home  Nursing  elective  course. 

However,  let  us  not  overlook  the  fact  that,  although  put  under  a  tremendous 
strain  by  the  tense  and  tiring  routine  of  life  in  a  country  at  war,  we  students  at 
Bulkeley  maintained  just  as  high  a  scholastic  standard  as  did  the  classes  before  us. 
As  members  of  the  Class  of  1946,  we  are  aware  also  that  our  social  life  here  at  school 
was  relatively  unchanged  by  the  times.  True,  dance  committees  may  have  had  trouble 
filling  the  need  for  decorations  and  refreshments,  and  traditional  affairs  such  as 
club  suppers  and  banquets  were  discontinued  because  of  the  war  shortages,  but  we 
realized  how  much  we  had  that  young  men  and  women  in  other  countries  were  being 
deprived  of,  and  so  took  our  gasless  cars,  meatless  Tuesdays,  and  dimmed-out  dances 
with  high  spirits  and  hopeful  hearts,  looking  toward  that  day  when  we  should  once 
more  experience  school  life  as  classes  before  1941  had  enjoyed  it. 

Then  it  came.  Yes,  in  our  senior  year  we  experienced  the  jubilation  of  all  that 
living  in  a  relatively  peaceful  world  meant.  As  the  year  progressed,  we  welcomed 
back  our  brothers,  friends,  and  teachers  returning  to  civilian  life.  We  had  the  privi¬ 
lege  of  becoming  acquainted  with  those  of  our  faculty  who  were  in  service  during 
most  of  our  years  at  Bulkeley — such  as  Mr.  Cacase,  Mr.  Hart,  Mr.  Ingalls,  Mr. 
Jenkins,  Mr.  Melrose,  and  Mr.  Williams,  whose  names  were  familiar  to  many  of  us, 
but  whose  friendship  and  guidance  we  had  never  known  before. 

Yes,  many  of  our  teachers  and  brothers  served  our  nation  and  returned  from 
the  wars,  but  many  others  of  our  fellow  Bulkeleyites  will  never  return.  As  a  final 
tribute  to  their  devotion  to  duty,  we  list  the  former  Bulkeley  students  who  gave  their 
lives  that  our  Class  of  1946  might  enter  a  world  of  peace.

FOOTBALL 


After  the  football  season  had  begn  completed  and  the  state’s  sport  scribes  had 
cast  their  ballots,  the  1945  Bulkeley  high  squad  was  rated  one  of  the  first  eight 
teams  in  Connecticut.  And  well  did  they  deserve  it,  for  never  has  the  school  had  such 
a  spirited  and  cooperative  representation  on  the  gridiron.  Four  wins,  two  defeats, 
and  one  tie  was  the  record  compiled  by  the  Maroons.  The  losses  were  administered 
by  New  Britain  and  Weaver,  generally  accepted  as  the  best  teams  in  the  state. 

Journeying  out  to  West  Haven  for  the  opener,  the  Allenmen  were  considered 
slight  underdogs  against  the  Blue  and  White.  During  the  first  half  neither  line  would 
give  way,  and  the  score  was  0-0.  The  second  half  saw  a  much  superior  Bulkeley 
forward  wall,  and  on  three  consecutive  plays  the  West  Havenites  were  thrown  from 
the  thirty-yard  line  to  the  three-yard  striper.  Here,  however,  the  heavens  burst  with 
atomic  force,  and  the  field  was  flooded  beyond  playing  condition.  Thus  a  0-0  tie 
was  entered  on  the  books.  Boh  Barry,  speedy  B.H.S.  end,  was  the  lone  player  to 
show  a  continually  fine  performance,  though  Bernabo,  Kinnane,  and  Zazzaro  also 
shone  in  spots. 

Bristol  was  the  scene  of  action  the  following  Saturday,  where  with  a  complete 
reversal  of  form,  the  Maroon  backfield  ran,  passed,  and  blocked  to  a  20-0  victory. 
Each  back  contributed  to  the  win,  but  Zazzaro  and  Conroy  scored  seven  points  and 
did  a  remarkably  good  job  at  booting.  Zazzaro,  a  converted  tackle,  played  quarter¬ 
back  with  all  the  ability  of  a  veteran.  Boornazian,  Bernabo  and  Kinnane  defensively 
were  at  perfection  as  the  Maroon  line  remained  uncrossed. 

Quite  heavily  favored  in  the  first  game  of  the  city  series,  Bulkeley  turned  back 
a  fighting  Hartford  High  team  13-0.  Hartford  put  up  a  surprising  battle,  but  again 
the  Southend  line  held. 

Conroy  was  awarded  a  trophy,  as  he  scored  all  the  points  and  made  practically 
all  the  tackles  done  by  the  backfield.  Again  outstanding  on  the  line  were  Bernabo, 
Boornazian,  Kinnane,  and  DiTunno. 

The  following  Saturday  was  supposed  to  give  the  Allenmen  their  first  big  test 
before  meeting  the  Green  of  Weaver.  The  opponent  was  a  highly-tooted  Manchester 
team.  They  were  supposed  to  provide  a  hot  afternoon  for  “Babe’s”  undefeated  charges. 
The  final  score  was  32-0,  after  a  decidedly  outstanding  performance  by  Messrs. 
Conroy,  Williams,  and  Barry  in  the  backfield  and  Bernabo,  Makris,  and  Reardon. 
Again  the  feature  attraction  was  the  uncrossed  line. 
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On  November  11,  Municipal  Stadium  was  host  to  one  of  the  season’s  largest 
crowds,  which  came  to  see  the  City  Title  won  and  lost.  Weaver  was  rated  a  slight 
favorite  because  of  its  amassed  score  as  well  as  its  undefeated  record.  A  close  game 
was  expected  and  that  is  what  happened  for  the  first  half,  which  ended  in  a  7-0  lead 
for  the  Northenders.  But  the  fireworks  went  off  in  the  last  half,  and  the  Maroons 
were  made  humble  with  their  first  setback,  25-0.  Conroy  and  Bob  Barry  were  the 
sole  bright  lights,  but  a  Junior,  Don  Scott,  who  had  replaced  Zazzaro  in  the  backfield, 
also  shone. 

Bulkeley  then  played  host  to  the  tough  Hall  team  of  West  Hartford,  which  had 
won  its  share  of  the  games  thus  far  in  the  season.  The  Maroon  looked  as  they  had 
in  games  previous  to  the  Weaver  farce,  and  proceeded  to  win,  whitewashing  the  elite 
13-0.  George  Blasko  had  his  share  of  the  scoring  as  he  dashed  thirty  yards  for  a 
touchdown.  Zazzaro  at  tackle,  Bernabo,  and  Reardon  on  the  line,  plus  Simeone, 
aided  in  the  blocking. 

Then  came  the  final  game  of  the  year  at  Willow  Brook  Park  in  the  Hardware 
City,  where  the  Gold  and  Maroon  were  a  big  favorite  against  their  visitors  from 
Hartford.  The  crowd  of  over  8,000  was  third  largest  in  the  state  to  witness  the 
turkey  games.  Living  up  to  their  pre-game  notices,  the  New  Britainites  showed  the 
most  powerful  offensive  illustrated  against  a  B.H.S.  team  during  the  season  in 
winning  28-0.  With  amazing  blocking  and  a  passing  attack  surpassed  by  none,  the 
victors  ran  up  a  large  lead  before  being  held  virtually  even  in  the  second  half  by 
the  Allenmen.  Once  more  Conrov,  Bernabo,  and  DiTunno  played  superb  ball.  It 
may  be  said  that  the  team  as  a  whole  played  an  even  better  game  than  when  it  had 
won  games  during  the  season,  but  the  competition  was  too  great. 

To  sum  up  the  football  season,  we  all  felt  that  Bulkeley  had  a  team  of  which 
we  could  be  justifiably  proud.

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BASKETBALL 

The  1945-46  Bulkeley  basketball  team  will  undoubtedly  go  down  as  one  of  the 
most  spirited,  hustling,  game  and  cooperative  squads  in  Bulkeley  history,  even 
though  it  did  not  win  any  championships  or  walk  off  with  any  trophies.  Lacking 
even  a  single  letterman,  this  team  was  considered  an  underdog  in  all  but  one  of  its 
fifteen  games  during  the  playing  season;  yet  it  won  seven  of  these,  and  scored  one 
big  upset  at  New  Haven  before  bowing  in  an  overtime  affair.  Many  of  the  witnesses 
at  the  tournament  give  this  same  outfit  a  better  than  even  chance  to  win  the  1947 
Connecticut  title. 

Opening  on  their  home  court  against  West  Haven,  the  Southenders  played  tin; 
first  quarter  as  had  been  foretold.  West  Haven  ran  up  a  10-0  lead  before  Curtin, 
Torza,  and  Molloy  made  it  10-6,  but  by  a  hard,  aggressive  fight  in  the  final  period 
the  Allenmen  triumphed  29-21  against  the  downstaters. 

In  the  first  game  for  the  city  title,  the  B.H.S.  five  were  pitted  against  a  fifteen- 
point  favored  Weaver  team.  Throughout  the  three  quarters  the  small,  scrappy,  de¬ 
fending  champs  led  in  a  closely  fought  contest.  Don  Scott,  who  with  Curtin  had  led 
the  attack,  was  removed  on  fouls  in  the  final  period.  Here,  in  the  last  three  minutes, 
the  Gipsonites  pulled  out  a  36-29  win.  Curtin  once  again  led  all  scorers. 

A  mediocre  Meriden  squad  then  thoroughly  whipped  Bulkeley  by  a  humiliating 
26-14  tally.  It  later  proved  to  be  the  only  contest  in  which  the  Maroon  was  out¬ 
classed  from  start  to  finish. 

With  two  straight  on  the  red  side  of  the  ledger,  the  mites  from  Maple  Avenue 
next  traveled  to  New  Britain.  Here  they  put  on  a  belated  fourth  period  rally,  only 
to  lose  their  third  consecutive  game,  38-35.  “Moon”  Curtin  began  to  make  a  name 
for  himself  as  he  poured  in  fourteen  points. 

Hall  High,  winless  thus  far  in  the  season,  gave  a  bad  scare  to  the  haughty 
Maroon  by  losing  out  only  in  the  final  minute,  30-29.  Curtin,  who  had  made  ten 
points  during  the  first  half,  left  the  game  on  fouls  early  in  the  third  period,  but 
ended  top  scorer.  Don  Scott,  Hugo  Torzo,  and  Moe  Molloy  were  stunning  in  de¬ 
fense  in  the  entire  last  half. 

In  the  closest  affair  of  the  entire  season,  the  B.H.S.  varsity  edged  Meriden, 
37-35,  in  a  double  overtime  on  Curtin’s  hoop.  Molloy,  acting  captain  for  this  game, 
scored  fourteen  points  as  he  kept  the  Southenders  in  the  game.  Nessing,  brilliant 
sophomore  at  Meriden,  tallied  thirtv-one  points  in  the  two  affairs  with  this  school. 

Bulkeley  made  it  two  in  a  row  by  upsetting  a  favored  Norwich  five  by  a  30-20 
score.  Unable  to  score  against  the  excellent  Maroon  defense,  Norwich,  with  ten  wins 
and  one  loss,  were  never  able  to  put  on  a  sustained  attack.  Joe  Arsaniewicz,  only  a 
sophomore,  gave  B.H.S.  rooters  a  fine  display  of  set  shooting. 

Now  the  team  had  caught  the  victory  bug,  and  it  was  soon  three  straight  in  a 
bloody  48-46  match  with  the  Owls  of  Hartford  High.  Behind  28-18  at  halftime, 
the  Allenmen  scored  as  Curtin  finally  put  in  the  deciding  counter.  However,  Scott 
put  on  a  fine  display  with  twelve  points,  as  did  George  Blasko  with  nine. 

In  the  second  meeting  of  their  schools,  Hall  of  West  Hartford  was  only  a  slight 
underdog  in  view  of  its  first  game  with  the  Bulkeley  courtsters.  But  woe  to  the 
Blue  and  White,  for  they  absorbed  during  thirty-two  heart-breaking  minutes  a  devas¬ 
tating  56-17  loss.  Curtin  put  in  twelve,  and  Arsaniewicz  eleven,  but  everyone  looked 
good.  Mullane,  given  his  first  chance,  scored  two  baskets  and  set  up  some  fine 
plays  with  Torza. 
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Weaver  became  the  only  team  to  whip  the  Maroon  twice,  as  again  they  put  on  a 
belated  rally  to  win  the  city  title,  25-19.  Sherwin  Wilson,  outstanding  in  the  first 
B.H.S.-W.H.S.  game,  put  in  two  consecutive  tallies  with  the  score  tied.  The  game 
on  the  whole  was  poorly  played  by  both  teams. 

Revenge  proved  all  too  sweet  as  the  Southenders  gained  the  tournament  by  edg¬ 
ing  New  Britain,  27-25.  Last  year,  it  will  be  recalled,  the  Hardware  City  five  pinned 
the  lone  defeat  on  an  outstanding  Bulkeley  quintet.  Curtin  was  high  with  six  baskets, 
while  Conroy,  again  eligible,  ruled  the  backboards. 

In  the  finale  of  the  season,  a  highly  improved  West  Haven  team,  under  the 
coaching  of  “Whitey”  Piurek,  former  Bulkeley  student,  held  the  Maroon  to  a  mere 
four  field  goals  in  winning,  37-27.  Each  team  scored  nineteen  points  on  charity 
shots. 

At  the  New  Haven  tournament,  sixteenth-ranked  Bulkeley  was  pitted  against  a  huge 
Ansonia  quintet  boasting  a  12-6  record,  with  New  England  champions  Hillhouse  in¬ 
cluded  as  victims.  “Moon”  Curtin,  Hugo  Torza,  and  Moe  Molloy  put  on  a  fancy 
passing  display  as  the  underdogs  triumphed.  Curtin  tossed  in  fifteen  points,  thus 
becoming  the  outstanding  player  of  the  evening. 

In  their  last  appearance  of  the  season  the  Maroon  had  a  real  taste  of  tough  luck 
in  dropping  a  32-29  overtime  game  to  Warren  Harding.  Losing  by  two  baskets,  with 
four  minutes  to  go,  “Moon”  Curtin  dropped  two  in  to  tie  the  score.  Then  Torza  took 
a  foul  which  went  in  and  out.  If  it  had  dropped  in,  who  knows  what  might  have 
happened? 

With  a  lineup  of  Curtin,  Torza,  Scott,  Molloy,  Arsaniewicz,  Blasko,  Marienello, 
and  Angelestro,  “Babe”  should  make  the  B.H.S.  team  again  tops  in  state  basketball 
circles  next  season.

BASEBALL 


In  May  of  1946,  “Babe”  Allen  started  a  baseball  team  which  had  the  potentiali¬ 
ties  of  being  one  of  the  finest  in  the  school’s  twenty-year  history.  It  had  to  be  a 
top-notch  combination,  for  in  its  hands  rested  the  job  of  retaining  the  city  baseball 
championship,  the  only  title  still  held  by  the  South  End  School. 

Throughout  the  early  season’s  practice,  the  group  displayed  a  spirit  which 
added  to  their  talent  would  surely  make  them  tough  foes  to  conquer.  It  was  a  sur¬ 
prising  line-up  which  started  in  the  year’s  opener  at  East  Hartford.  Only  two  Seniors 
were  on  the  first  squad,  Earl  Ludlam,  veteran  hurler,  and  Bernie  Scallion,  playing 
his  first  time  in  the  regular  line-up.  Bob  Barry  and  A1  Smith  were  listed  as 
second-stringers. 

The  first  inning  of  the  first  game  produced  exactly  seven  runs  for  the  Maroon. 
The  attack  was  highlighted  by  Bill  Dunphy’s  base  clearing  triple.  From  here  the 
Allenmen  rolled  to  an  easy  12-3  triumph,  as  pitcher  George  D’Amato  hurled  six 
brilliant  innings — Ludlam  finishing  the  game. 

The  Bulkeleyites  started  their  defense  against  Weaver  the  following  week,  but 
after  Ludlam  had  fanned  two  of  the  first  four  batters  to  face  him,  the  heavens 
opened  with  tremendous  rains  to  cancel  the  affair.  With  Don  Scott  making  an 
excellent  stop  and  throw  to  retire  the  fourth  batter,  it  had  looked  like  a  B.H.S.  win.

With  a  team  made  up,  like  all  the  others  during  the  year,  of  a  majority  of 
Juniors  and  Sophomores,  the  B.H.S.  track  team  appeared  to  be  much  stronger  than 
any  since  1943.  With  such  stars  as  Sarkis  Boornazian,  Gene  Conroy,  Dave  Kidney, 
and  Sy  Schwartz,  the  Dalymen  were  nevertheless  rated  a  heavy  underdog  in 
every  meet. 

Surprising  even  their  most  optimistic  followers,  the  team  gave  East  Hartfoid 
a  mighty  battle  before  losing  out  in  the  final  events.  With  Boornazian  scoring 
ten  points  in  the  discus  and  shot,  and  Conroy,  Schwartz,  Kidney,  and  Bielonko  all 
taking  firsts  or  seconds,  the  squad  lost  a  close  54-48  decision. 

In  the  very  next  outing  the  results  were  very  similar.  This  time  a  Wethersfield 
High  unit  outlasted  the  Maroon  58-44.  Conroy,  Kidney,  Bielonko,  and  Boornazian 
all  took  first  places,  but  to  no  avail. 

Thus,  after  being  cheated  out  of  two  victories,  the  team  opened  Torrington’s 
season  by  scoring  a  stunning  64-40  upset.  Boornazian  copped  the  discus  with  an 
eye-opening  119  foot  toss.  Conroy  dashed  the  100-yard  in  10.8.  Schwartz  did  the 
season’s  best  half  in  2.14,  and  Kidney  and  Fitzgibbons  each  tallied  firsts.  With 
three  meets  remaining,  anything  could  happen — and  probably  has.

Honor  Society 

The  Bulkeley  Chapter  of  the  National  Honor  Society  is  composed  of  juniors 
and  seniors  selected  from  the  thirty-three  percent  of  the  highest  ranking  students  in 
each  class.  Election  is  made  by  a  special  committee  appointed  by  the  Principal,  and 
is  based  not  only  on  scholarship  but  also  on  leadership  and  character.  Not  more 
than  fifteen  percent  is  ever  elected  from  a  given  class.  The  Honor  Society  on  the 
secondary  school  level  is  equivalent  to  Phi  Beta  Kappa  in  college.

FIRST  AMENDED  PLAN  OF  REORGANIZATION 

I. 

INTRODUCTION. 

The  Plan  of  Reorganization  (hereinafter  "Plan")  is  the  Debtor's  proposal  to  its 
creditors  to  resolve  and  restructure  its  debt  that  was  owed  on  the  date  of  the  filing  of  its 
Chapter  11  petition.  The  Plan  undertakes  to  pay  all  unsecured,  priority  and  secured 
claims.  The  Debtor  believes  that  distribution  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  Plan  would 
produce  for  the  unsecured  creditors  and  holders  of  interests  more  than  they  would  receive 
if  the  case  were  to  be  converted  and  the  assets  liquidated  under  Chapter  7  of  Title  II,  U.S.C., 
and  the  proceeds  distributed  according  to  the  priorities  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
the  Bankruptcy  Laws. 

II. 

DEFINITIONS 

The  following  terms  when  used  in  the  Plan  shall,  unless  the  context  otherwise 
requires,  have  the  following  meanings,  respectively: 

2.0  Debtor:  Not  Just  Trucking,  LLC 
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2.02  "Administrative  Claim":  Means  on  Allowed  Claim,  the  holder  of  which  asserts 
and  is  determined  by  final  order  to  be  entitled  to  priority  pursuant  to  Sections  503(b)  and 
507(a)(1)  of  the  Bankruptcy  Code. 

2.03  "Allowed  Claim":  Means  a  Claim  (a)  which  has  been  scheduled  by  the  Debtor

2.05  "Allowed  Secured  Claim":  Means  an  Allowed  Claim  which  is  secured  by  a 
valid  perfected  lien  on  property  in  which  the  Debtor  has  an  interest,  to  the  extent  of  the 
value  of  the  interest  of  the  holder  of  such  Allowed  Claim  in  such  property  of  the  Debtor  as 
determined  by  the  Bankruptcy  Court  pursuant  to  Section  506(a)  of  the  Bankruptcy  Code, 
together  with  such  interest,  fees,  costs  and  charges  as  may  be  allowed  by  the  Bankruptcy 
Court  under  Section  506(b)  of  the  Code.

Interest  accrued  on  and  accruing  after  the  Filing  Date  shall  not  be  part 
of  any  claim  except  with  respect  to  an  Allowed  Secured  Claim  as  permitted  by  Section  506 
of  the  Bankruptcy  Code. 

2.10  "Class":  Means  claims  or  equity  interests  which  are  substantially  similar  to 
the  other  claims  or  equity  interest  in  such  class  as  classified  pursuant  to  the  Plan. 

2.11  "Code":  Means  the  United  States  Bankruptcy  Code,  II  U.S.C.  Sections  101  et 
seq.  and  all  amendments  thereto  which  are  applicable  to  the  case. 

2.12  "Confirmation  Date":  Means  the  date  upon  which  the  Confirmation  Order  is 
entered. 

2.13  "Confirmation  Order":  Means  the  order  of  the  Bankruptcy  Court  confirming 
the  Plan  and  approving  the  transactions  contemplated  herein. 

2.14  "Creditor":  Means  any  holder  of  an  Allowed  Claim. 

2.15  "Debtor":  Means  Not  Just  Trucking,  LLC 

2.16  "Disputed  Claim":  Means  any  Claim  to  which  an  objection  to  the  Allowance 
thereof  has  been  interposed  and  has  not  been  determined  by  a  Final  Order. 

2.17  "Distribution  November  1  2013 

2.18  "Effective  Date":  Means  the  date  20  days  after  the  order  confirming  the  Plan 


becomes  final  and  non-appealable. 
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2.19  "Equity  Interests":  Means  the  rights  of  the  members  of  the  Debtor. 

2.20  "Filing  Date":  Means  June  30,  2011  for  Debtor,  Not  Just  Trucking, LLC 

2.21  "Final  Order":  Means  an  order  or  judgment  of  the  Bankruptcy  Court  which 
has  not  been  reversed,  stayed,  modified  or  amended  and  (i)  as  to  which  any  right  to  appeal 
or  to  seek  certiorari  or  review  has  been  waived  or  (ii)  as  to  which  the  time  to  appeal  or  to 
seek  certiorari  or  to  review  has  expired  and  as  to  which  no  appeal  or  petition  for  certiorari 
or  review  is  pending. 

2.22  "Plan":  Means  this  Plan  of  Reorganization  as  it  may  be  amended  or  modified, 
together  with  all  addenda,  exhibits,  schedules,  or  other  attachments,  if  any. 

2.23  "Reorganization":  Means  the  plan  for  the  reorganization  of  the  Debtor  filed 
in  the  Court  on  June  30,  2011,  now  pending  in  this  Court  styled  In  Re:  Not  Just  Trucking, 
LLC.

2.24  "Tax  Claim":  Means  an  allowed  claim,  the  holder  of  which  asserts  and  is 

determined  by  a  final  order  to  be  entitled  to  priority  pursuant  to  507  (a)(7)  of  the  Code. 

III. 

DESIGNATION  OF  CLASSES  OF  CLAIMS  AND  EQUITY  INTERESTS 

All  claims  against  and  equity  interest  in  Debtor,  of  whatever  nature,  whether  or  not 
scheduled,  liquidated  or  unliquidated,  absolute  or  contingent,  including  all  claims  arising 
from  transactions  of  Debtor  or  rejection  of  executory  contracts  whether  resulting  in  an 
allowed  claim  or  not,  shall  be  bound  by  the  provisions  of  this  Plan.

Unclassified  Claims: 
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Cetain  types  of  claims  are  automatically  entitiled  to  specific  treatment  under  the 
Bankruptcy  Code.  They  are  not  considered  impaired,  and  the  holders  of  such  calims  do  not 
vote  on  the  Plan,  They  may,  however,  object  if,  in  their  view,  their  treatment  under  the  Plan 
does  not  comply  with  that  required  by  the  Bankruptcy  Code.  As  such,  the  Debtor  has  not 
placed  the  following  claims  in  any  class: 


Administrative  Claim:  The  costs  and  expenses  of  administration  as  defined  in  the 
Bankruptcy  Code  and  allowed  under  Sections  503(b)  and  507(a)(1)  of  the  Code  for  which 
application  for  an  allowance  or  claim  is  filed  prior  to  the  Effective  Date  as  the  same  are 
allowed.

PRIORITY  TAX  CLAIMS: 


The  allowed  priority  claim  for  the  Town  of  Beacon  Falls  in  the  amount  of  $7,766.38  will 
be  paid  over  60  months  in  equal  monthly  payments  of  $197.22  inclusive  of  interest  at 
18%  per  annum  commencing  on  the  effective  date.

Pursuant  to  the  Stipulation  the 
secured  portion  of  the  claim,  in  the  amount  of  $155,504.00  will  be  paid  by  making 
monthly  payments  of  $2,956.76  for  a  period  of  sixty  (60)  months  commencing  on  January 
1,  2012.  The  unsecured  portion  of  the  claim,  in  the  amount  of  $7,496.34,  will  be  paid  in  the 
same  manner  as  those  creditors  in  class  6. 
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Class  3:  This  class  is  composed  of  the  impaired  secured  claim  of  Ford  Motor  Credit 
Company,  LLC  in  the  amount  of  $13,394.12.  The  secured  portion  of  the  claim  will  be  paid 
in  accordance  with  an  "Stipulation  and  Order  Regarding  Interim  Adequate  Protection 
Payments"  docketed  as  Document  No.  41  which  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference  as  if 
fully  set  forth  herein.  The  unsecured  claim  will  be  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  those 
creditors  in  class  6.  Based  upon  the  adequate  protection  payments  it  appears  that  this 
class  has  been  satisfied  in  full. 


Class  4:  This  class  is  composed  of  the  impaired  secured  claim  of  Mercedes-Benz  Financial 
Services  USA,  LLC  in  the  amount  of  $177,600.00.  Pursuant  to  a  Stipulation  and  Order 
Regarding  Interim  Adequate  Protection  Payments"  docketed  as  Document  No.  97  which  is 
incorporated  herein  by  reference  as  if  fully  set  forth  herein.,  which  recites  that  the 
collateral  consists  of  six  (6)  2007  Freightliner  Tucks,  the  secured  creditor  and  the  Debtor 
have  agreed  that  the  fair  market  value  of  the  collateral  is  $169,950.00  ($28,325.00  for  each 
truck).  Pursuant  to  the  Stipulation  the  secured  portion  of  the  claim,  in  the  amount  of 
$169,950.00  will  be  paid  by  making  monthly  payments  of  $3,927.46  for  a  period  of  forty 
eight  (48)  months  cat  5.5%  interest  commencing  on  December  1,  2011  and  47  more 
monthly  payments  of  $3,927.46  on  the  first  day  of  each  month  thereafter  until  paid  in  full. 
The  unsecured  portion  of  the  claim,  in  the  amount  of  $7,650.00,  will  be  paid  in  the  same 
manner  as  those  creditors  in  class  6.

The  unsecured  portion  will  be  paid  as 
those  creditors  in  Class  6.  Based  upon  the  adequate  protection  payments  it  appears  that 
this  class  has  been  satisfied  in  full. 

Class  6.:  This  class  is  composed  of  the  general  impaired  unsecured  creditors,  whose  claims 
total  approximately  $142,437.00  Those  claims  allowed  and  approved  by  the  court  will  be 
paid  100  %  of  their  approved  amount  in  8  (eight)  equal  quarterly  payments 

commencing  on  the  effective  date. 

Class  7:  This  class  is  composed  of  insiders,  of  which  class,  John  Dwyer  is  the  only  member. 
This  class  will  retain  its  interest  in  the  Debtor  in  exchange  for  contributing  monies 
necessary  for  the  Debtor  to  fund  its  obligations  under  the  Plan.

TREATMENT  OF  CLASSES  IMPAIRED  UNDER  THE  PLAN 


Class  1:  This  class  is  composed  of  the  impaired  secured  claim  of  General  Electric  Capital 
Corporation  in  the  amount  of  $146,824.98.  Pursuant  to  an  "Amended  Stipulation" 
docketed  as  Document  No.  106  which  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference  as  if  fully  set 
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forth  herein.,  which  recites  that  the  collateral  consists  of  three  (3)  2008  Gas  LBT  Tank 
Trailers,  the  secured  creditor  and  the  Debtor  have  agreed  that  the  fair  market  value  of  the 
collateral  is  $97,593.00  ($32,531.00  for  each  trailer).  Pursuant  to  the  Stipulation  the 
secured  portion  of  the  claim,  in  the  amount  of  $97,  593.00  will  be  paid  by  making  monthly 
payments  of  $3,206.94  for  a  period  of  thirtythree  (33)  months  commencing  on  December 
1,  2011.  The  unsecured  portion  of  the  claim,  in  the  amount  of  $49,231.98,  will  be  paid  in 
the  same  manner  as  those  creditors  in  class  6. 

Class  2:  This  class  is  composed  of  the  impaired  secured  claims  of  Mack  Financial  Services  a 
division  of  VFS  US  LLC  in  the  amount  of  $163,000.34,  Pursuant  to  a  Stipulation  and  Order 
Regarding  Interim  Adequate  Protection  Payments"  docketed  as  Document  No.  101  which  is 
incorporated  herein  by  reference  as  if  fully  set  forth  herein.,  which  recites  that  the 
collateral  consists  of  a  2010  Mack  Truck  and  a  2011  mack  Truck,  the  secured  creditor  and 
the  Debtor  have  agreed  that  the  fair  market  value  of  the  collateral  is  $68,004.00  for  the 
2010  Mack  Truck  and  $87,500.00  for  the  2011  Mack  Truck.  Pursuant  to  the  Stipulation  the 
secured  portion  of  the  claim,  in  the  amount  of  $155,504.00  will  be  paid  by  making 
monthly  payments  of  $2,956.76  for  a  period  of  sixty  (60)  months  commencing  on  January 
1,  2012.  The  unsecured  portion  of  the  claim,  in  the  amount  of  $7,496.34,  will  be  paid  in  the 
same  manner  as  those  creditors  in  class  6. 

Class  3:  This  class  is  composed  of  the  impaired  secured  claim  of  Ford  Motor  Credit 
Company,  LLC  in  the  amount  of  $13,394.12.  The  secured  portion  of  the  claim  will  be  paid

The  unsecured  claim  will  be  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  those 
creditors  in  class  6.  Based  upon  the  adequate  protection  payments  it  appears  that  this 
class  has  been  satisfied  in  full. 


Class  4:  This  class  is  composed  of  the  impaired  secured  claim  of  Mercedes-Benz  Financial 
Services  USA,  LLC  in  the  amount  of  $177,600.00.  Pursuant  to  a  Stipulation  and  Order 
Regarding  Interim  Adequate  Protection  Payments"  docketed  as  Document  No.  97  which  is 
incorporated  herein  by  reference  as  if  fully  set  forth  herein.,  which  recites  that  the 
collateral  consists  of  six  (6)  2007  Freightliner  Tucks,  the  secured  creditor  and  the  Debtor 
have  agreed  that  the  fair  market  value  of  the  collateral  is  $169,950.00  ($28,325.00  for  each 
truck).  Pursuant  to  the  Stipulation  the  secured  portion  of  the  claim,  in  the  amount  of 
$169,950.00  will  be  paid  by  making  monthly  payments  of  $3,927.46  for  a  period  of  forty 
eight  (48)  months  cat  5.5%  interest  commencing  on  December  1,  2011  and  47  more 
monthly  payments  of  $3,927.46  on  the  first  day  of  each  month  thereafter  until  paid  in  full. 
The  unsecured  portion  of  the  claim,  in  the  amount  of  $7,650.00,  will  be  paid  in  the  same 
manner  as  those  creditors  in  class  6. 

Class  5.  This  Class  is  composed  of  the  impaired  secured  claim  of  People's  United 
Equipment  Finance  Corp  in  the  amount  of  $73,753.38.  The  secured  portion  of  this  claim 
will  be  paid  in  accordance  with  a  "Stipulation  &  Order"  docketed  as  Doc  #59-2  which  is 
incorporated  by  reference  as  if  fully  set  forth  herein.  The  unsecured  portion  will  be  paid  as 
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those  creditors  in  Class  6.  Based  upon  the  adequate  protection  payments  it  appears  that 
this  class  has  been  satisfied  in  full. 

Class  6.:  This  class  is  composed  of  the  general  impaired  unsecured  creditors,  whose  claims 
total  approximately  $142,437.00  Those  claims  allowed  and  approved  by  the  court  will  be 
paid  100  %  of  their  approved  amount  in  8  (eight)  equal  quarterly  payments 

commencing  on  the  effective  date. 


V. 

TREATMENT  OF  CLASSES  UNIMPAIRED  UNDER  THE  PLAN 
Class  7:  This  class  is  composed  of  insiders,  of  which  class,  John  Dwyer  is  the  only  member. 
This  class  will  retain  its  interest  in  the  Debtor  in  exchange  for  contributing  monies 
necessary  for  the  Debtor  to  fund  its  obligations  under  the  Plan. 


VI 

MEANS  OF  EXECUTION  OF  THE  PLAN. 


6.01 


The  Debtor  will  fund  the  plan  through  its  post  petition  business  earnings.  The  Debtor  will 
make  all  payments  by  confirmation  that  are  due  the  US  Trustee  and  will  continue  to  make 
payments  that  accrue  up  to  the  effective  date  as  well  as  though  the  date  of  the  final  decree. 
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The  Debtor  will  be  managed  by  John  V.  Dwyer  at  $  76,000.00  per  year. 


VII. 

ASSUMPTION  AND  RE1ECTION  OF  EXECUTORY  CONTRACTS 
7.01.  All  executory  contracts  of  Debtor  are  not  expressly  rejected  prior  to  the 
confirmation  date,  and  for  which  no  motions  are  pending  for  his  rejection  on  the 
confirmation  date,  shall  be  deemed  assumed.  All  executory  contracts  so  assumed  shall 
remain  unaffected  by  the  Plan. 

VIII. 

MODIFICATION  OF  THE  PLAN 

8.01  The  Debtor  may  propose  amendments  or  modifications  of  this  Plan  at  any 
time  prior  to  confirmation,  with  approval  of  the  Court,  upon  notice  to  the  Creditors' 
Committee  or  to  such  parties  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Court.  After  confirmation,  the 
Debtor  may,  with  approval  of  the  Court,  and  so  long  as  it  does  not  materially  or  adversely 
affect  the  interests  of  creditors,  remedy  any  defect  or  omission,  or  reconcile  any 
inconsistencies  in  the  Plan,  or  in  an  order  of  confirmation,  in  such  manner  as  may  be 
necessary  to  carry  out  and  implement  the  purposes  and  effect  of  this  Plan. 

IX. 

DISCHARGE  AND  REVERSION  OF  PROPERTY 
9.01.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  the  Plan  or  in  confirmation  order, 
confirmation  of  the  Plan  shall,  pursuant  to  Section  1141(d)(1)  of  the  Code,  discharge  the 
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Debtor  from 

all  claims  and  all  debts  which  arose  before  the  confirmation  date  and  from  any  liability  of  a 
kind  specified  in  502(b)(7),  502(g),  502(h),  or  502(i)  of  the  Code,  whether  or  not: 

(a)  If  proof  of  the  claim  is  filed  or  deemed  filed  under  Section  501  of  the  Code; 

(b)  Such  claim  is  allowed  under  Section  502  of  the  Code;  or 

(c)  The  holder  of  such  claim  has  accepted  the  Plan. 

9.02.  Pursuant  to  Section  1141(b)  of  the  Code,  confirmation  of  the  Plan  vests  all  of 
the  property  of  the  estate  in  the  Debtor. 

9.03.  Pursuant  to  Section  1141(c)  of  the  Code,  upon  confirmation  of  the  Plan,  the 
property  dealt  with  by  the  Plan  shall  become  free  and  clear  of  all  liens  and  interests  of 
creditors,  and  of  equity  security  holders,  except  as  otherwise  provided  for  in  the  Plan  or  the 
confirmation  order. 

X. 

RETENTION  OF  IURISDICTION 

The  Bankruptcy  Court  shall  retain  jurisdiction  of  these  proceedings  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Code  and  the  Bankruptcy  Rules  to  insure  that  the  intent  and  purpose  of 
the  plan  is  carried  out  and  given  effect.  Without  limitation,  by  reason  of  specification,  the 
Bankruptcy  Court  shall  retain  jurisdiction  for  the  following  purposes: 

10.01.  To  consider  any  modification  of  the  Plan  pursuant  to  Section  1127  of  the 
Code  and/or  modification  of  the  Plan  after  substantial  consummation  as  defined  in  Section 
1101(2)  of  the  Code. 

10.02.  To  classify,  allow,  or  disallow  claims  and  direct  distributions  of  funds  under 
the  Plan,  and  to  adjudicate  all  controversies  concerning  classification  or  allowance  of  any 
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claim. 

10.03.  To  enforce  performance  of  the  Plan  against  the  reorganized  company. 

10.04.  To  hear  and  determine  all  controversies,  suits  and  disputes  as  may  arise  in 
connection  with  the  interpretation  or  enforcement  of  the  Plan. 

10.05.  To  hear  and  determine  all  claims  arising  from  the  rejection  of  executory 
contracts,  and  to  consummate  the  rejection  and  termination  thereof. 

10.06.  To  liquidate  damages  or  estimate  claims  in  connection  with  any  disputed, 
contingent  or  unliquidated  claim. 

10.07.  To  adjudicate  all  claims  of  an  ownership  interest  in  any  property  of  the 
Debtors  or  of  the  estate,  or  any  proceeds  thereof. 

10.08.  To  hear  and  determine  all  controversies,  suits  and  disputes  as  may  arise 
between  or  among  the  holders  of  any  class  of  claim,  or  between  the  holders  of  any  class  of 
claim  and  the  Debtor. 

10.09.  To  hear  and  determine  all  applications  for  allowance  for  compensation  and 
objections  to  claims. 

10.10.  To  hear  and  determine  such  matters  as  may  make  such  orders  as  are 
consistent  with  the  Plan  as  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  to  carry  out  the  provisions 
thereof. 

10.11.  To  hear  and  determine  any  and  all  pending  applications,  adversary 
proceedings,  and  contested  matters,  if  any. 

10.12.  For  entry  of  an  order  concluding  and  terminating  this  case. 
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XI. 

PROVISION  TO  INVOKE  CRAM  DOWN  PROCEEDINGS  IF  NECESSARY 

11.01.  If  all  ofthe  applicable  requirements  ofll  U.S.C.  Section  1129(a),  otherthan 
paragraph  8,  are  found  to  have  been  met  with  respect  to  the  Plan,  the  Debtor  may  then  seek 
confirmation  pursuant  to  II  U.S.C.  Section  1129(b).  For  purposes  of  seeking  confirmation 
under  the  cram  down  provision  of  the  Code,  should  that  alternative  means  of  confirmation 
prove  to  be  necessary,  the  Debtor  reserves  the  right  to  modify  or  vary  the  treatment  of  the 
claims  ofthe  rejecting  classes,  so  as  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1129(b). 

XII. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

12.01.  If  any  objection  or  opposition  is  made  to  the  allowance  of  a  claim  or  interest 
of  any  creditor,  and  such  objection  or  opposition  is  pending  on  the  date  that  payments  or 
distributions  are  to  be  made,  and  until  entry  of  a  final  order  under  which  such  claim 
becomes  an  allowed  claim,  then  no  payment  or  distribution  shall  be  made  to  such  creditor 
until  a  final  order  of  the  Bankruptcy  Court  determining  the  validity  and  amount  of  such 
claim  or  interest  is  entered,  whereupon  the  payments  and  distributions  to  such  creditor 
shall  be  made. 

12.02.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  the  reorganized  company  from 
taking  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce  any  rights  or  prosecute  any  cause  of 
action  existing  on  behalf  of  the  reorganized  company,  which  may  not  have  been  heretofore 
enforced  or  prosecuted. 

Pursuant  to  the  reversion  of  property  of  the  estate  as  provided  in  Article  XI  herein, 
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and  after  entry  of  a  final  non-appealable  order  confirming  the  Plan,  it  shall  not  be  necessary 
for  counsel  to  the  Debtor  to  apply  to  the  Bankruptcy  Court  for  compensation  in  connection 
with  the  pursuit  of  or  objection  to  claims,  modifying  or  amending  the  Plan  or  representing 
the  Debtor  in  connection  with  any  matter  outlined  in  Article  XII  herein  or  in  connection 
with  any  other  post-Effective  Date  services  rendered  to  Debtor.
